Waſh amd be cleane. 


Eloved, 1 am filled with much zealous joy to behold fo 
' great an Aſſembly gathered together in this Chamber 
$ to hcare mc difcovcr unts yor new DoArine upon rhe 
receiving of a n:w Member or Brother into our afferr- 
bly ; whe before had only the barerogy cf eAdon, and 
) bap'ized by the ceremony of Antichriſt, whoſe idole. 
trous cuſtomes which have bin uſed, hath drawn Gods 
heavy judginents upon us, for want of knowledge, be. 
ing blinded with naturall corruptions : but I will cesfe my diÞourfeat this 
time concerning that point, «nd will handle it in it's properphces,& come 
to the text, The words which I will preſent unto your obſervation ſha! be 
Few in number, but weighty in ſubſtance, namely theſe, Fab avd be rlcanc, 
The firſt of my Toxt, that is water, for the word waſb doth naturally imply 
water, fince we cannot walh withont water,but we may have water and yet 
be fo flovenly that we feldome waſh at all. But this word waſh in my text 
doth fignifie our rebaptizing of our children, wherin the ation is to waſh, 
that is not to ſprinkle ehem witha little idolatrons water out of a Font or 
Baſon:; butto poure water on their heads , nay to dip them in water over 
Bleneffe of firme out of therr 


head and carcs, for ſuch dipping will fetch the 
natures ; and then follows the nt of this a@ion, #«/ and be clean? 


But firſt I will deſcribe unto yonthe feverall forts of waſhers , then ſpeake

that arc brethren of the ele ;, we may waſh our ſelves in « River from the 
ſpots of curCaroality in every River,as Bow River, Rackny River , und os 
ther Rivers arc tous a olexre Jordan, wherein we. may baptize one another 
a3 we mcanc todo this day «ur lateloft brother z Now you carelefle fort of 

* waſhers, arc ſuch as care not for this waſhing, they thinke it mnough to be 
be walbed or rather watered with a lirtle fiperficons water atrhes Chriſt- 
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| pings as they call it, and by the Prieſt in the preſence of three Gos lips to be 


Tew-naw'd, icbn-nan'd, Dick-nim'd, or cathcr Nick-naw'd, for we bold it 
atrerly onlawtull to baptize any untill they come to full years of underftan= 
ding, chat they may aniwer for themſe!ves, and conform themſelves to live 
according to that name and baptifme which they have received; for licle 
fohn as long us he is in his infancy is ar worthy to be named any thing but 
Tech, and lo Richard may be callea Dick, as a Blacke-bird that is keptin a 

cand fo all children that are chriſtre! before they come to ripe yeares 
of undciſtanding may be all called Nc, for their names are na names, but 
very Nick: nemes and By-rames, till the iaptized can anſwer the 5 ra. 
and ſpeake his awne name , as the ſpirit duth spprove of his names for bow 

many in their younger dayes were baptized, and now growne wen , and a- 
ſhamed of their Antichriftian nam $,ard run aftcr their names like new be- 
gattco and regenerated Chriſtians, Wee may reade of whole bouſholds 


- that were baptized, and indeed it wasa great pollicy in thoſe times not tg 


baptized by any name uncill they come to full yearcs.
